Flere's the glitch Cynthia. The non-profit 501c3 is formed when the State returns 
our Articles of Incorporation to us. Usually about a week or so. At that point we 
have a bouncing baby 501c3, genuine non-profit corporation. Whether or not 
your 501c3 is "tax exempt" is another question and we will have to wait for that 
good news until we get our IRS letter. In the meantime, the WSFM is up and 
running as a non-profit entity. Make sense?

Attached is Vitalization's example which is similar to what I used on the 
Manhattan front, it's a letter from IRS that shows the entity has been granted 
non-profit status. I'm new to the filing of 501c3's but have found the first half - 
filing with the state to incorporate, and processing to get your EIN number to 
be fairly quick but the second half (filing with IRS) less so. 4 to 6 weeks with a 
quick style filing. All up though, I don't know with certainty as to the time 
schedule and filing procedures but thought I should toss that out there just to 
be on the safe. Maybe thou, it's closer to 4 weeks and once we file w the City 
Street Closure's department we can expedite their general 45 day turn around 
rule. 

k, thanks again as to all - Don/Miki, I'll be around whenever to help with the 
petition (you mentioned Thursday next week as a possibility, I'll check in and 
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see if that works) - my schedule is pretty flexible with Monday, Thursday and 
Friday afternoons being generally open (althou if it's a Friday afternoon then 
we'll need to jump into Truxton's Flappy Flour! just saying :)),

Our discussion this afternoon of the 501c3 structure for the new WSFM has 
left me unsettled enough that sleep will not come until this email is sent. 
And that unsettledness is deteriorating as the time to reflect lengthens.

The last time I organized a 501c3, it was through Legal Zoom and the cost 
was about $900. The needed articles of incorporation, "bylaws", name 
reservation, State filing, etc were all provided. They might even provide 
expedited, "next day" service for an extra fee. Their standard turn around 
time is within a relatively short period, a week or so, as I recall. Thus we 
will have the proper names, etc to allow proper licensing, permitting, 
insurance coverage, liability protections, and a fire wall protecting WVC 
and WTC BID. 

We should NOT proceed with continued formation of WSFM in an unclear 
manner. 

If we can't all agree here, let's STOP filing any more applications, licenses, 
etc. until we can meet again and resolve this issue. Better to delay than to 
commit such significant errors. 

Edgar, can you go on Legal Zoom tomorrow? These costs will be 
reimbursed from WSFM. 

Thanks to all for your consideration. Let me know your thoughts.
